3’he presoni Rectory, auditori¬

'922, and he planned a new' 
shrine and church on larger 
scalp than the prc.seni one. The 
Passionist Fathers took over the 
pre.sent parish in September. 
192.3. Since his departure from 
this p.arish in 1923, he has been 
pa.stor of St. Elizabeth’s, Alta- 
dona, and has .served in churches 
in Los Angeles. Lompoc and La 
.Mesa. 

Father Woodcittler was widely 
known throughout the United 
States for organizing the .St. Rita 
Society of Southern California. 
His un.selfish and untiring labor 
is commemorated with St. Rita’s 
Day and the Festival of Ro.sc.s. 
He is survived by a sister, Mrs. 
Thre.se Farrell, of Vancouver, 
L.C. Solemn Requiem Mass was 
celebrated in tlie Church of 
rrecious Blooct of Los Angeles, 
yesterday. Interment was in Cal¬ 
vary Cemetery.
